During the 
war it was shown that in both military strength and economic resources 
Canada could contribute to the Allied war effort in a measure far beyond 
what might be expected of a nation with a population of less than ten mil- 
lion people. The prestige gained at that time has not been lost in the 
post-war. years, and Canada has continued to exert considerable influence 
in. economic and ‘diplomatic affairs reaching far beyond her own borders.

The part played by Canada in the work of the 
United Nations’ and in international affairs gen- 
erally ‘is summed up in the report, as well as the 
events surrounding the entrance of Newfoundland 
into confederation. It is clear. that the work of the Department of Ex- 
, ternal Affairs has expanded greatly during the past few years, but Can- 
ada's representation abroad still does not.keep up with the number of for- 
eign countries who maintain missions here. It is not expected that the 
. department will continue to grow at such a rapid pace but there will no 
doubt be continued expansion, and Canadians now have reason to be’ proud 
of the place which this country has made for itself in international affairs 
and of the part which it is playing in helping to solve the many problems 
facing the world at this gime.

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MethodsReduce 
Insect Damage 


Good seeding methods will re- 
duce wireworm damage the -Do- 
minion entomological labora- 
tory, Sdskatoon reports. In. gen- 
eral, any operation or method 
that will produce: quick germi- 
nation and vigorous growth of 
the young plant will assist a 
crop to escape wireworm dag- 
age. 

Good, sound seed should be .sown 
and if it is treated for smut.control, 
a ‘mercury dust is recommended 
rather than formalin treatment, 
since the latter tends to retard ger- 
mination, the department -reports. It 
is most important to have a firm, 
moist seed bed. The seeds should 
not be planted deeper than. three 
inches, and should be seeded at’ the 
heaviest rate recommended for the 
district. 


An effective packing should follow 
the seeding so that moist soil is 
packed around the seed to produce 
quick germination. These recom- 
mendations are ‘ especially useful 
when seeding crop into infested sum- 
merfallow or rebroken grass land, 
where wireworm damage is usually 
most serious, the laboratory reports. 


Flax, oats, and barley generally 
are more resistant to wireworm dam- 
age than wheat or spring rye. Ifa 
crop has been destroyed by wire- 
worms, the field cen be reseeded im- 
mediately. However, it should be 
noted that, if cutworms are respon- 
sible for the damage, reseeding is 
not safe until about.a week after the 
cutworms are an inch and a half 
long, it was recommended. 


Wireworm ‘infestations may be re- 
duced by regular, clean summerfal- 
low. Fields should he summerfal- 
lowed every second or third year and 
kept free of weeds and volinteer 
growth from the middle of June un- 
til the end of July for the best re- 
sults. Tillage should not be more 
frequent than is necessary for weed 
control. It should also be as shal- 
low as possible to provide a firm seed 
bed for the following crop. Where 
this practice is consistently followed, 
wireworm infestations will not nor- 
mally be a problem. ‘

TO ACHIEVE SELF-SUFFICIENCY 


Company Plans To 


Spend Millions’ - 


On New Oil Wells In Alberta 


TORONTO.—To achieve self-suffi- 
ciency in oil for the future Canada 
must find perhaps 15 new fields as 
large as Leduc or Redwater, accord- 
ing to an article published in the 
Imperial Oil Review. The new fields 
would have to be in areas where 
transportation and other facilities 
permit competitive production and 
distribution. 

“Although Leduc, Woodbend and 
Redwater represent large reserves, 
they are by no means adequate for 
all of Canada’s needs,” the article 
continues. “It has been estimated 
production from.these fields will ex- 
ceed 70,000 barrels a day, far short 
of the consumption anticipated by 
1955.” 


In 1948 Canada imported 87 per 
cent. of her oil and if ‘she were less 
dependent upon foreign. sources the 
national economy would greatly bene- 
fit, the article states. It estimates a 
current consumption of more than 
250,000 barrels a day will exceed 
350,000 barrels a.day by 1955.,- 

“ “Large reserves also must be prov- 
en’ or blocked out to justify heavy 
investments in. pipe lines and. new 
refineries. By providing less costly 
transportation, pipe lines can make 
Alberta crude competitive over a 
wider area. However, it is obvious 
that the proven reserves must come 
first because -no one can spend the 
many millions of dollars necessary 
without being sure there is sufficient 
oil at the source to pay back the in- 
vestment. .ov: o..period..of.. years.’’ 

“As more and more wells come in- 
to production in Alberta there may 
be a period when new wells would 
not add to the total daily crude out- 
put. This situation might come about 


structed., In this event the full pro- 
duction potential of the province 


would have to await the development 
of new markets where the oil could 
compete with supplies from other 


fields,” 


As for Imperial’s part, the articl 
states, the company plans to spend 
more than $30,000,000 in Alberta 
during 1949. Development of various 
projects will proceed as fast as ma- 
terials, equipment and labor are 
available and. a~yigorous expansion 
program is being continued. In addi- 
tion to western development, facili- 
ties to take care of increased demand 
will be expanded on a nation-wide 
basis during the year.

OTTAWA,.—Nearly four years af- 
ter it all ended, they ‘are still seek- 
ing and finding men who vanished 
into the long, vivid, wartime nights. 

Of the 10,000 and more Canadian 
airmen reported missing, in the Sec- 
ond World War, the bodies of some 
4,000 have been recovered, from 
simple ‘graves all over Europe and 
parts of Asia and Africa, ffom the 
sea, from rugged mountainside in the 
Pyrenees.
